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Major investment to help 
borough back to work 


MORE than half a million pounds will be 
pumped into apprenticeships and training, 
as part of the latest drive to help Hammer¬ 
smith and Fulham residents find a route into 
work. 

Hundreds of thousands of pounds will be channelled 
into work-related schemes in the borough’s most dis¬ 
advantaged communities, in a bid to create a range of 
new employment opportunities. 

The programme of investment will particularly tar¬ 
get people with learning difficulties and other forms 
of disability, and those who are supported by adult so¬ 
cial care and mental health services, as well as ex-of¬ 
fenders seeking a way back into work. 

Hammersmith and Fulham Council, which has set 
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aside a total of £688,000 for creating new work and 
training opportunities, says the scheme will also boost 
local businesses by tailoring skills towards employ¬ 
ment areas where there is currently a shortage. 

Welcome boost 

“We are determined to work with Hammersmith and 
Fulham residents and develop local skills - this train¬ 
ing and apprenticeship investment is designed to do 
just that”, said Councillor Andrew Jones (pictured), 
the authority’s cabinet member for economic develop¬ 


ment and regeneration. 

The borough council will pour the cash 
into work experience and part-time ap¬ 
prenticeship programmes aimed espe¬ 
cially at those with learning difficulties. 

The funding announcement will 
come as a welcome boost for disability 
campaign groups, who argue that there 
is still not enough support to help peo¬ 
ple with mental health and learning dif¬ 
ficulties into work. 

A recent survey by the Scope charity 
found that four out of five disabled people felt 
attitudes towards them were not improving, with 


22 per cent of those polled suggesting rela¬ 
tions had actually got worse. 

However, official figures from the Office 
of National Statistics show a 2.7 per cent 
rise in the number of disabled people in 
work last year. 

Scope CEO Richard Hawkes said: 
“This is clearly positive news. But the 
stats also highlight that this number has 
fallen in the last quarter. 

“In 2015 too many disabled people re¬ 
main locked out of the workplace. Nine in 
10 disabled people have worked at some point, 
but under half are in work now. 

“This is a waste of the talents of disabled people, 
who are a vital and often untapped resource for the UK 
labour market.” 

As well as supporting disabled people in their search

Child homeless figures rocket 


A FURIOUS charity chief is demanding a 
massive building drive of cheap homes after 
new figures have revealed that more than 
70,000 homeless children are living in tem¬ 
porary accommodation in London. 

The angry boss of the Shelter charity says he is ap¬ 
palled by the “madness” that so many children are 
being forced to share bathrooms with strangers and 
eat their meals off the floor. 

New government figures released today show the 
rocketing rise of rented homes in the capital has left 
36,730 homeless families in temporary accommoda¬ 
tion. 

“This is a staggering rise of 32% in three years,” 
says Shelter. 

The number of homeless children living in tempo¬ 
rary accommodation - which includes emergency 
B&Bs and hostels - has shot up to 72,110, a rise of 
8,500 from the 63,500 at the start of 2014. 


LONDON WIDE 

Shelter says the chronic shortage of affordable 
homes is making it harder for local councils to find 
homeless families somewhere stable to live. 

“As a result, many families are being left in tempo¬ 
rary accommodation, living in a constant state of 
limbo and unable to rebuild their lives”, said a 
spokesman. 

Mental health affected 

“A recent investigation by Shelter uncovered the 
devastating impact that life in B&Bs and hostels is 
having on homeless children, with more than half of 
the 20 families interviewed saying their children’s 
mental or emotional health had been affected. 

“The growth of unstable and expensive private rent¬ 
ing is also taking its toll, with the loss of a private ten¬ 
ancy now the single biggest cause of homelessness in 
London. Over 6,460 households were made homeless 


after being evicted from a privately rented home in 
2014, a rise of llper cent in a year”. 

Shelter is warning that unless politicians get to grips 
with the housing shortage and come up with a robust 
plan to build more genuinely affordable homes this 
situation will only get worse. 

Shelter’s chief executive Campbell Robb said: “It’s 
appalling that our housing shortage has left thousands 
of homeless families hidden away in emergency 
B&B’s and hostels, often forced to live in cramped 
conditions, share bathrooms with strangers, and eat 
their meals on the floor. 

“Every day we speak to homeless parents who are 
desperate to find a stable place to bring up their chil¬ 
dren, but with so few affordable homes being built and 
a safety net in tatters, instead many are ending up liv¬ 
ing in limbo in temporary accommodation. 

“This madness has to end. When our housing short¬ 
age has created a crisis this deep there’s only one way 
out, and that’s for politicians to commit to building 
the affordable homes we desperately need.” 


for work, the council says it will aim to find industry- 
recognised pre-employment training for 360 other bor¬ 
ough residents, to be provided by voluntary sector 
partners. 

In addition, a cross-borough apprenticeship pro¬ 
gramme will give jobseekers six months’ work in three 
separate placements. 

According to the council, the scheme will provide 
“unparalleled experience of work”, while “building 
skills and honing aspirations.” 

Cllr Jones added: “These schemes underline the 
council’s commitment to not only boost local skills, 
but also support local businesses through tailored, spe¬ 
cialist training programmes.

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Homes earning more than their owners 


HOUSE prices in Hammersmith and Ful¬ 
ham have rocketed up by an average of al¬ 
most £200,000 in the last two years, with 
workers’ pay packets unable to keep up with 
the increase. 

According to the latest Halifax research, the bor¬ 
ough’s properties shot up in value by an average of 
£199,930 during the two-year period, exceeding typi¬ 
cal earnings by a massive £143,232. 

The statistics show house prices increasing in value

Nurses face ‘unsafe strain’ 


LONDON nurses have backed calls for the 
suspension of further hospital closures, fol¬ 
lowing a public meeting in Hammersmith 
attended by hundreds of concerned resi¬ 
dents. 

The Royal College of Nursing in London says it 
will support campaigners until guarantees can be 
given about the level of NHS investment in out-of- 
hospital care. 

A major review of the controversial ‘Shaping a 
Healthier Future’ programme and its impact on serv¬ 
ices is currently underway, headed by top barrister 
Michael Mansfield QC. 

The review was organised by four local authorities, 
including Hammersmith and Fulham Council, under 
the name ‘The North West London Health Commis¬ 
sion.’ 

In its response to the review, the RCN London 
raised concerns about nurses facing an “unsafe and 
unmanageable” strain, with many feeling “burnt out 
and tired.” 

RCN London Regional Director Bernell Bus sue 
said: “The RCN will always support service reorgan¬ 


isation which delivers improvements in the quality of 
patient care. However, it is just not clear that patients 
have seen any benefit from these changes so far. 

“The positive case for the ‘Shaping a Healthier Fu¬ 
ture’ programme was based on an increase in out-of 
hospital-care to enable more patients to be kept well 
or treated at home to reduce hospital admissions. 

“In practice, little seems to have been done to boost 
capacity elsewhere in the system to make up for the 
closures. Proper replacement services, transition 
arrangements, funding and a workforce plan should 
have been in place before the existing units were cut. 

“Nursing staff working in the area have told us the 
closures have damaged patient care.” 

The announcement follows the ‘Defend London’s 
NHS’ rally at Hammersmith Town Hall, attended by 
more than 500 health workers, campaigners, politi¬ 
cians and patients last month. 

Merril Hammer, chair of the Hammersmith and 
Charing Cross Save Our Hospitals campaign, said: 
“It was a great success. People came, they listened, 
they contributed money to the campaign, they signed 
petitions, they took away leaflets and showed a huge 
support for the NHS as a public-funded service.” 
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spanning the last five years, and is one of only two 
local authority areas (the other being Hackney) where 
house prices have risen by more than total pay since 
2005. 

While good news for homeowners on the move, in¬ 
dustry analysts have suggested the challenge for first¬ 
time buyers looking to get on the property ladder has 
become even harder. 

Difficult cycle 

Financial website thisismoney.co.uk said the price 
movements showed that: “Many are stuck in a diffi¬ 
cult cycle of saving just enough for a down payment 
only to find that prices have risen out of their reach 
again.” 

Halifax’s research suggested average house prices 
in London rose by 16 per cent last year alone - almost 
double the national increase. 

Outside the capital, the best performing authorities 
were found to be in the West Midlands and the 
Cots wolds. 

Martin Ellis, housing economist at Halifax, said the 
price rises had seen first homes “pushed out of range” 
for young buyers. 

“The housing market recovery over the past couple 
of years has resulted in some substantial price rises in 
some areas of the country, particularly in London and 
the South East”, he said. 

“This has resulted in homes increasing in value by 
more than total take-home earnings for the average 


homeowner in some areas of the country. 

“This is good news for some homeowners. At the 
same time, it is challenging news for those looking to 
buy their first home in such areas, with prices being 
pushed out of range for many young people.” 


Fraudster caught out 

A FRAUDSTER caught applying for a council home 
despite already part-owning a £1.85 million house has 
been fined £1,000 and ordered to pay a further £2,000 
in costs. 

Hitesh Patel, formerly of Townmead Road in Ful¬ 
ham, attempted to sign up to Hammersmith & Fulham 
Council’s housing register despite owning half of an¬ 
other property. 

The 44-year-old failed to declare his joint ownership 
of a house in Snowbury Road, which is also owned by 
his mother and where he now lives. 

He told magistrates he had thought he was signing 
his mother’s will, rather than taking joint ownership 
of the home. 

But he later admitted that he is a part-qualified ac¬ 
countant, a qualified teacher and had previously 
owned two properties. 

Mr Patel failed to turn up to be interviewed under 
caution on three separate occasions and was ordered 
to pay a £40 victim surcharge at his sentencing.

Iconic cinema site ‘marker 
for regeneration of Green’ 


AN ICONIC former cinema in the heart of 
Shepherd’s Bush could soon be torn down 
and replaced with a huge apartment build¬ 
ing, paving the way for the “next chapter” 
in the development of the area. 

The former Palladium - a Walkabout pub in its most 
recent incarnation - looks set to be demolished to 
make way for a 16-storey tower stretching into the 
skyline above Shepherd’s Bush Green. 

The owners of the Dorsett Hotel, which adjoins the 
building, have submitted a planning application to 
knock down the venue, to pave the way for an impos¬ 
ing new apartment building. 

If the proposals are approved by planning chiefs at 
Hammersmith and Fulham Council, a total of 56 flats 
would be connected to the existing hotel, as well as 
extra space for restaurants and cafes. 

The Australian-themed pub, originally built as a cin¬ 
ema back in 1910, was a popular venue for tourists but 
developed a reputation for anti-social behaviour before 
its closure in 2013. 

The site was sold to Dorsett Hospitality shortly after, 
and the company submitted an initial application last 
year. 

They have now followed this up with detailed plans 
to demolish the building, clearing the way for extra 
flats. 

Listed locally as a ‘building of merit’, the pub falls 
within the Shepherd’s Bush Conservation Area - a

designated space set up by the borough council to pro¬ 
tect sites of historic interest. 

And the announcement has already provoked a re¬ 
action online, with local bloggers decrying the 
“hideous” new proposals. 

“The whole exterior of the old Palladium should be 
retained and restored - not destroyed”, one commen¬ 
tator wrote. 

“To demolish one of the few idiosyncratic buildings 
around in Shepherd’s Bush to make way for more per¬ 
sonality-less, Dubai-like architecture would be a dis¬ 
aster.” 

Fred Pilbrow, from Pilbrow & Partners, architects 
for the development, said the new building would “act 
as a marker for the next chapter in the regeneration of 
the Green.” 

He said the apartment block would be drawn back 
from the Green, creating a new public space between 
the Shepherd’s Bush Empire and the hotel either side. 

He added: “I think the Dorsett Hotel has illustrated 
the significant potential for the Green to act as a focal 
point for the borough, and the Walkabout completes 
that transformation.”

Call for anti-bullying 


KENSINGTON councillor and prospec¬ 
tive MP Victoria Borwick is pressing for 
anti-bullying classes to be taught in all 
schools in London in order to change atti¬ 
tudes to autistic and disabled children. 

Her call comes as the National Autism Society has 
revealed that 40 per cent of children with autism are 
bullied at school because classmates do not under¬ 
stand the condition. 

Lady Borwick (pictured) - the former Deputy 
Major of London and the Conservative parliamentary 
candidate for Kensington - is aiming to stop bullying 
of autistic and other educational needs pupils by hav¬ 
ing Disabled Appreciation added to the curriculum 
for every school in the capital. 

Her pioneering call for a grass-roots re-education 
programme comes amid shock findings that 20 per 
ent of young adults would cross the road to avoid 
talking to a disabled person. 

And it coincides with a big push in Notting Hill this 
week - when popular Portobello market trader Terry 
Camm will lose her treasured 21-inch hair at a char¬ 
ity event held for better awareness of autism. 

Lady Borwick has called on the whole community 
to support Terry’s awareness event.She said: “This 
extraordinary gesture taken by Terry to help her 
nephew is a heart-warming example of what can be 
done to bring Autism to the public’s attention. 

“I call on everyone to come along to Terry’s event 
on April 2nd at the Red Lemon Pub on All Saints 
Road. Terry’s event coincides with National Autism 
Day and both are crucial in raising awareness of 
Autism to the general public.” 

Brave Terry has volunteered to be shorn in order to 
highlight the problem of bullying of autistic children 
in schools and to raise charity funds on National 
Autism Day. 

The shaving will take place after 6 pm on Thursday 
(April 2nd) at The Red Lemon where a whole 
evening’s entertainment with DJs and a raffle is

being organised to raise autism awareness. 

“It is shocking to that more than 40 per cent of chil¬ 
dren with autism have been bullied at school and it 
is time to put a stop to this once and for all,” said one 
of the event’s organisers, Hocine Yacef of Ladbroke 
Grove. 

“Terry is an auntie to a beautiful young boy who 
suffers from autism. Not everybody understands the 
condition and that 700,000 people in the UK live 
with autism. It’s a hidden disability and you cannot 
always tell if somebody has it. However, although 
autism is incurable, the right support can make an 
enormous difference to people’s lives. 

“It is unfortunate that some people just see autism 
in terms of outbursts and tantrums. Terry has been 
out in public with her nephew when he has had an 
outburst and members of the public just look on with 
disgust and frowning. This is entirely due to them not 
being aware of autism and we need to better educate 
everyone.” 

Going bald 

Terry, whose long dark hair reaches all the way 
down her back, said she is going bald in order to 
prompt discussion of autism. 

“I always wear a baseball cap at the market and I’m 
known for my cap. But I’m going to be completely 
shaved, with just the tiniest bit left on top, and then 
be on the market wearing no cap,” said Terry, 27. 

“My idea is that will prompt people to ask what 
happened to my hair and that way I can explain about 
autism and help people’s awareness and understand¬ 
ing of it. 

“I’m quite daunted about going bald, the last time 
I had my hair short was when I was thirteen. But I’m 
going to do it because this is a very important issue.” 

The problem of the public’s perception of autism 
and other disabilities has been highlighted in Victoria

Borwick’s report on disability hate crime in the capital. 

The report, on which action is anticipated soon by 
London Mayor Boris Johnson, recommends the in¬ 
troduction of new Disability Awareness classes in 
schools, to stop bullying and improve understanding. 

“In their recent Attitudes to Disability survey, the 
charity Scope found that two-thirds of the British 
public find it difficult to speak to a disabled person,” 
states the report. 

“One-fifth of 18 to 34-year-olds were found to find 
the prospect of speaking to a disabled person so un¬ 
comfortable that they would choose to walk past that 
person. 

“These findings demonstrate a lack of empathy to¬ 
wards disabled people, which may give rise to hos¬

classes 

tility toward them, often from a young age. 

“These findings are cause for concern, highlighting 
the issues that disabled children may face growing 
up. One parent carer of a disabled child told us: ‘Hate 
crime in schools is often passed off as bullying. If 
someone has any kind of Learning Disability, they 
are likely to be picked on. The gangs of youths abus¬ 
ing disabled people learn that it is okay to do so if 
they are allowed to get away with it in school.’” 

The report concludes that lessons in disability ed¬ 
ucation in all schools would help lessen the likeli¬ 
hood of autistic and other disabled children suffering 
in later life. 

“A survey by the National Autistic Society dis¬ 
played the disadvantaged position disabled people 
find themselves in - 44% of those surveyed admitted 
that they stayed indoors as much as possible for fear 
of being harassed,” says Lady Borwick’s report. 

Now Lady Borwick is pressing for change. 

“Schools in London ought to be engaging with dis¬ 
abled people and encouraging pupils to understand 
the potential impact of unkind words directed to¬ 
wards their disabled peers,” says her GLA commit¬ 
tee’s report. 

“We recommend that schools in London should 
show their pupils educational films regarding the im¬ 
pact of disability hate crime.” 

Katie Connolly, the Hammersmith co-organiser of 
Terry Camm’s head-shaving event, said she was 
overwhelmed by local support from Notting Hill 
businesses and residents.

Residents’ crime concerns

How Alan Johnson’s sister 
became council tenant at 16 


I N the febrile atmosphere of a 
general election campaign I 
have to be careful what I say, but 
anyway here goes: I rather like 
Alan Johnson, even though he is a 
Labour MP. 

It’s certainly true that I’ve never actually 
met him, but I have seen him on the telly 
and I have read This Boy, the superb first 
volume of his memoirs. 

Johnson was born and bred in the North 
Kensington of the 1950s where life for some 
could be very hard indeed. Alan’s father 
was a bit of a wrong’un 
who deserted his family, 
leaving Alan’s mother 
struggling to support her 
two children with a vari¬ 
ety of cleaning jobs and 
by scavenging for pieces 
of coal and scraps from 
Portobello market but 
tragically her efforts were 
hampered by the dis¬ 
abling heart condition 
that would kill her at just 
42. 

The heroine of the story 
is the author’s sister, 

Linda. Through a string of part time jobs 
she supplemented the family income and 
paid down the family’s debts. She nursed 
her ailing mother and took care of Alan, and 
all while still a school girl. Hers is a tale of 
extraordinary courage and fortitude. Indeed 
so impressed was the Royal Borough social 
worker sent in to consign Linda and Alan to 
children’s homes on the death of their 
mother, that the council ended up throwing 
away its own rulebook and granting Linda a 
council tenancy and sole care of young 
Alan. She was 16 years old. 

But the admiration went both ways with 
Alan Johnson describing his social worker, 
Mr Pepper, as an “an absolute hero” who 
fought to keep brother and sister together. 
Anyway, on March 16th Alan was back on 


his old North Ken stomping grounds to take 
part in world social work day and meet 
today’s Mr and Ms Peppers. Amongst other 
things he shadowed them as they go went 
about their business. 

It’s a good thing I think when a serious and 
credible figure like Johnson takes a positive 
interest in social work, rather than just 
waiting on the sidelines to stick the boot in 
when something goes wrong. 

Catastrophic scale 

And of course, things do from time to time 
do go wrong. When it is on a catastrophic 
institutional scale like Rotherham well then 
there has to be national soul searching, and 
when it is at the individ¬ 
ual case level, likewise we 
have to uncover what went 
wrong and learn the les¬ 
sons. But we should al¬ 
ways remember that social 
work with children gener¬ 
ally starts in the most un¬ 
promising conditions, 
conditions of family dis¬ 
tress, illness, bereave¬ 
ment, neglect and yes, 
sometimes even cruelty. It 
is social workers who try 
to protect the children, to 
stop the family breaking, or, if it is too late, 
who pick up the pieces afterwards. 

We must also remember that children’s so¬ 
cial work is a bit like an iceberg: nine tenths 
of it is never seen and that’s where nearly 
all of the good work happens. 

Thanks to effective social work uncounted 
numbers of children have gone on into 
adulthood, able to function and with a 
chance of achieving something of their po¬ 
tential. So it’s a hugely important and 
worthwhile job, but it is also difficult and 
demanding, and to do it well requires some 
special qualities. 

Like Alan Johnson, I think that from time 
to time, social workers deserve a little posi¬ 
tive attention and by way of this article I 
want to do my bit to see that they get it.

WHERE can you enjoy a fry up, buy a travel book, have a tattoo, stock up 
on spices, savour a delicious home cooked lunch, choose a treat for the 
kids, place a bet, select a wedding present, dream over handmade choco¬ 
lates, rummage around a ribbon store, collapse into a cocktail bar before 
buying popcorn on your way home? The answer is the very short, dynamic 
stretch of Blenheim Crescent between Kensington Park Road and Porto- 
bello Road. Oh and you can also buy fish. To me this small curve of crescent 
sums up the wonderful mix you find in Notting Hill, and even though it 
has changed over the years, it is still one hundred per cent eclectic. 

BEFORE you start your retail gamut, stop and admire the vibrant tribute 
mural of Joe Strummer, lead singer from The Clash who died in 2002. It 
reads, "Without people you're nothing" a latter day quote from the musi¬ 
cian. It adorns a wall donated by Lyndons haberdashers on the South East 
corner and was unveiled in 2013. 

NEXT to the mural is the Spice Shop, number 1 Blenheim Crescent. As all 
good things in Notting Hill this started life as a stall back in 1990. Founder 
Brigit Erath was studying for an International Business Degree and needed 
to supplement her income. The Spice Stall was such a huge success it be¬ 
came the Spice Shop in 1995. Now you will find over 2,500 spicy products 
in this small Aladdin's cave as well as recipes and spice advice. 

ACROSS the Road is Cooks for Books, for me a true jewel in the Blenheim 
Crescent crown and one that has been glittering since 1983. This book¬ 
shop is literally crammed with foodie tomes; there is barely space for the 
till. It is not just the books that draw the customers; arrive mid morning 
and you are lured by the most mouthwatering aroma wafting from the 
test kitchen at the back. You need to be there by 11.45am to get one of 
the few tables, which are squeezed in among the books. Then for just £5 
for two courses or £7 for three - Tuesday to Friday on Saturday there is 
just one course - you can test what has been tried that day. 

NEXT Drop into the brightly coloured Ceramica Blue set up by local Lindy 
Wiffen in 1987. Her shop motto is to sell "practical items with character for 
your table and kitchen, for you to use and cherish". This is a great place for 
presents, you can buy all your cups, saucers and plates here and they have 
a Wedding List service with 8% off the total for the happy couple to buy 
something frivolous. Wiffen's taste is not uniform so you can browse 
through handmade English walnut cheese boards, brightly coloured sili¬ 
cone kitchen utensils, vivid Spanish recycled glass tableware, stemware 
from French glassmakers dating from the 15th century, Colombian ce¬ 
ramic cookware and Swedish linen. 

TOYSHOPS are few and far between around the Portobello making the 
children's paradise that is Honeyjam very popular. Owned by the glorious 
Jasmine Guinness (Jam) and Honey Bowdrey (Honey) it was set up in 2006 
- though originally on the Portobello Road. Local ankle biters are enticed 
though its doors by a pocket money strip down the middle filled with 
brightly shaped objets that you can bounce squeeze or fire. Tourists often 
find themselves on Blenheim Crescent in search of the Travel Bookshop 
made famous by the film Notting Hill. In 2011 owners of the Book Ware¬ 
house and W11 locals the Malin brothers saved the shop from closure but 
were unable to keep the Travel moniker. Esprit in tact the shop now trades 
as the Notting Hill Bookshop and specializes in travel books while prom¬ 
ising not to stock cook books in deference to Books for Cooks opposite. 
Tourists and many locals don't seem to have noticed the change so the 
shop still attracts attention from the masses and keeps the Crescent lively. 

SUMMING up this collection, and I haven't even touched on half of what 
is there, I would say"To be without Blenheim Crescent, Notting Hill would 
be nothing" - I am sure Joe Strummer would have agreed.

cooks complained that many of the ingredients were 
out of the reach of the average American. But the 
super-rich for whom any ingredients are no object 
have leapt on it and it now takes pride of place in 
the kitchens of the most expensive homes. 

Unlike most cookbooks, ‘A Royal Cookbook’ does 
not contain dozens of recipes; in fact there are only 
13. 

But for the ladies who lunch of New York’s Upper 
East Side and other prime US locations, it’s the ideal 
cookbook for their swish banquets. 

“The Royal Cookbook has really taken off with 
the high-fliers in the States,” said one observer of 
American high society. 

“They love it that they’re eating just like the royals 
with dishes like Eggs Drumkilbo, which apparently 
was a favourite of the late Queen Mother - it’s the 
royal family’s version of prawn cocktail, but made 
with lobster and chopped up eggs. 

“Superma’am Parties have become the private jet 
set’s equivalent of the average American’s Super¬ 
bowl Parties, only the ingredients are a lot more ex¬ 
pensive than beer and potato chips and a lot harder 
to find - Balmoral venison isn’t easily available in 
the States. 

“But it’s the exclusivity and luxury of the ingredi¬ 
ents that is making these parties so popular. Of 
course you need your own private chef to make the 
meals just so, but that’s no problem with this crowd 
as they are not the sort that cook their own beans on 
toast. 

“It’s the appeal of doing something so utterly royal 


which captivates Americans. As our President told 
Prince Charles during his visit last week, we like the 
Royal Family more than we do our own politicians.” 

After champagne aperitifs - or a Zaza, The 
Queen’s favourite cocktail of Plymouth gin and 
Dubonnet - a typical menu for a Superma’am Party 
- taken straight from the Royal Cookbook - will in¬ 
clude the following choices - 

Starters: Crown of asparagus with crab and mango 
or Eggs Drumkilbo or 
Langoustines 
Lossiemouth. 

Mains: Partridge hotpot 
or paupiette of sole with 
watercress mousse or Ar¬ 
broath smokie, leek and 
courgette tart or roasted 
loin of Balmoral venison 
or cutlets of Windsor 
lamb & sauce paloise 
Sweets: Apricot crepes 
souffle or rhubarb and 
white chocolate parfait or sable Breton with English 
strawberries and lemon cream or blackcurrant sorbet 
or chocolate biscuit cake. 

“And with coffee they serve Buckingham Palace 
dessert chocolates which they have flown over from 
the shop at The Royal Collection Trust,” said the ob¬ 
server. 

“They’re only £8.95 a box, much cheaper than any 
of London’s other luxury chocolates. But they have 
the Buckingham Palace crest on the lid and it’s the 
crest that counts.”

Serving the Heart of London 
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Griff Rhys Jones on an African adventure 






Africa 



TV's favourite travel guide Griff Rhys Jones is 
returning to the screen with another incredible 
journey, this time through the dark continent 


T here’s nowhere else quite like Africa,” says 
Griff, whose new series starts soon on ITV. 
“It’s a billion people speaking thousands of 
languages and a paradise of wild animals and nat¬ 
ural wonders. I’m going to take it on in an unhur¬ 
ried manner aboard Africa’s railways. It’s the ideal 
way to meet its people and to experience its 
beauty.” 

Griff explores Africa the unhurried way, as he 
takes to the continent’s railways to immerse him¬ 
self in the joy and sometimes the frustration of 
travelling through a beautiful and beguiling con¬ 
tinent, using the most romantic method of trans¬ 
portation. Travelling a total of 7,000 miles over 
five journeys, he explores fascinating landscapes, 
encounters unforgettable wildlife and meets ex¬ 
traordinary people. 

Griff travels through Morocco, Algeria and 
Tunisia, Kenya and Tanzania, Zambia and Zim¬ 
babwe, Namibia and South Africa. He experiences 
the extraordinary diversity of Africa, on and off 
the railways, drawing together a rich and enter¬ 
taining story. 

TV reporter Sally Symes caught up with Griff 
when he stepped down from the train. 

• What can viewers expect from the series? How 
would you summarise it? 

“It’s going through Africa by the back trail. The 
rail service across Africa is good in places, hugely 
efficient in others, dangerous in no-go areas and 
almost non-existent in others. 

“We took this route, the slow train - and it was 
slow in places - but the series is about the way 
many African nations were forged. So apart from 
the journey I make, the underlying story is about 
colonials who brought the railway to many parts 
of Africa. It is how the modern world arrived in 
Africa, and usually to exploit bits of it.” 

“The whole overview is a look at ordinary peo¬ 
ple living and working in Africa. Most of the sto¬ 
ries that come out of Africa are about disease, 
poverty and war but the majority of the population 
of Africa gets on with their lives and don’t en¬ 
counter the brutal end of this. 

“People were genuinely pleased to hear I wasn’t 
there making a film about poverty. There’s a won¬ 


derful bit in Zambia where I went to the railway 
training school. They just wanted to know what I 
thought of their country. To me, it was a very im¬ 
portant part of what we were doing. It’s a huge 
place. And there are very different countries there. 
That was the great excitement for me.” 

• During the series you cover an astonishing 
7000 miles, is travelling a passion? How long did 
filming process take? 

“It was in chunks of three or four weeks and 15- 
hour journeys were quite common. We had to 
leapfrog a bit but yes, we did a lot of travelling on 
trains! 

“It was a glorious opportunity. You’re very priv¬ 
ileged when you go with television. You get ac¬ 
cess to areas that you wouldn’t and couldn’t if you 
were just a traveller. It is an eye opener and it 
makes you realise what an extraordinary, beautiful 
and various world we live in. We went out into the 
hills in the back of Zambia to watch the sun come 
up, it was just beautiful. We looked at a lot of Na¬ 
tional Parks maintained by African countries. We 
saw wildlife, yes, but we also visited towns. The 
railway largely exists as a link down the east 
coast, on the west coast it generally drives inland, 
and was built to pick-up what they were looking 
for; ivory, gold or metal.” 

• Of all the countries you visited for the series, 
did you have a personal favourite? 

“They all stood out. It’s not easy to choose one. I 
love Morocco and have been there many times. 
Fez is one of the greatest medieval cities in the 
world. You walk through the streets and you could 
be in ancient Rome. You come outside of the city 
into the hills. The countryside is maintained by re¬ 
ligious charity groups. It is one of the most exotic, 
detailed, concentrated ancient cultures with the 
most beautiful things available. They make all the 
leather work for the Italian fashion manufacturers. 

“Then you go to Kenya and suddenly you’re 
travelling through Tsavo. This is Africa too! Wild 
and open and limitless. 

“You’re in Constantine in Algeria, a city built on 
rock linked by suspension bridges with wonderful 
views across a deep gorge. You think, ‘Am I in 



Africa, or am I in Switzerland?’ The diversity is 
incredible. 

“South Africa is a shock because you have got 
used to laid-back, dusty roads and run down vil¬ 
lages, then you encounter freeways and huge 
towns which feel like Manhalan. 

“Namibia is different again, it is an almost 
empty country. There are so few people there and 
it has vast ancient deserts and huge landscapes. 
It’s just staggering.” 

%Any other highlights that stood out? 

“Victoria Falls is actually more like a municipal 
park than I expected - with an enormous water at¬ 
traction. The surrounding area retains a strong 
Victorian feel. Sometimes we did find ourselves 
in places that are famous because they are tourist 
destinations. We would travel in on a train which 
was entirely a black African experience and then 
arrive somewhere completely international, be¬ 
cause of all the backpackers. We were in changing 
environments all the time. Everything about Vic¬ 
toria Falls is exciting. People throw themselves 
off on bungee cords at one end but down below is 
a river full of crocodiles.” 

• How did the overall journey impact on your 
view of Britain’s colonial and industrial influ¬ 
ence over Africa? 

“It does change your ideas. In Zimbabwe and 
Kimberley in South Africa, you come face-to-face 
with the story of human greed and power which 
built these railways. Much exploration into Africa 
in those days was fuelled by the notion that Africa 
could become a prosperous adjunct of Europe. 

“It’s difficult to transport ourselves back to the 
Victorian frame of mind. The mining industry 
helped to put segregation into place. The lust for 
gold and diamonds was what pushed the railway 
forward and the system transported the workforce 
but the industries exercised a fierce control over 
the labour market. Dutch sellers and business ori¬ 
entated white British sellers fought for power. 
There’s a history overlying the railway, which is 
the history of the struggle for Africa. You can’t 
avoid that.” 

• You seemed to experience every extremity of 
train travel, from travelling as freight and a 33- 
hour delay, to having a bath on the luxurious 
train to Cape Town? 

“In North Africa, the trains were on time and 
beautifully air conditioned, great trains. The Mo¬ 
roccan trains were part of the French railway sys¬ 


tem and have been well maintained since. 

“One of the most interesting trips was the rural 
train into Bulawayo. This was a bit of a contrast. 
Run down and rackety. But I loved the people. 
They thought we were very strange. And, in South 
Africa, the different forms of railway under one 
system were extraordinary. We travelled for a bit 
on the luxury train and the carriage had a bath but 
also by suburban township train, used by the black 
populace and rough as old boots. 

“The Tazara train in Zambia was quite funny. 
The first class carriage had sofas with leopard 
print skin on them and holes in their covers and a 
ragged bar on one end. 

“Generally, they don’t seem to have safety regu¬ 
lations to compare with our trains. In Kariba out¬ 
side Nairobi the railway track is the main street of 
the town and the shops come right up to the edge 
of the track so they have to get people out the way. 
The hooter is an important tool for train drivers.” 

• You met some great characters during your 
travels and made a lot of effort to befriend them. 
Was anyone particularly memorable? 

“We didn’t have an interpreter with us and we 
used to roam up and down the trains to meet peo¬ 
ple and in the end we found the best way was to 
sit down and I’d talk to the camera about where I 
was and what I was doing and the other people in 
the carriage would listen and start talking natu¬ 
rally with me. 

In North Africa I was told people won’t talk to 
you if you don’t have anything to offer, which is 
why we took pastries. We met two interesting 
guys who worked in the mines and had been to 
Tunis to buy clothes. They were getting the train 
back but my French is terrible so I struggled to 
understand a lot of what they were saying!” 

• Has the series put you off train travel for life 
or given you an appetite for more? 

“No, not at all. I love trains. I am a person who 
would much rather get a train. On the train, you 
can read a book, walk up and down and eat a 
meal. You can look out over at the landscape, it’s 
something to do with the height, compared to 
being stuck in a car. I have to say, I never think 
ever of writing poetry until I’m sitting on a train. 
If I had any talent, I would sit there and write a 
poem! Instead I make TV.”

L ISA Faulkner has a lot to thank 
Celebrity MasterChef for. Since 
winning the show in 2010, the for¬ 
mer Holby City actress has carved out a 
successful second career as a TV cook, 
and released three recipe books. 

The BBC One show was also where she 
met Australian chef John Torode, the 
firm-but-fair judge who eventually be¬ 
came her partner. 

"I took on three jobs at the same time 
as MasterChef, thinking I would only be 
in it for a day, and I ended up in it until 
the end. That was amazing in itself," the 
43-year-old says. 

"It completely changed my life and I 
haven't stopped cooking since. It's been 
amazing, really." 

Torode - who she began dating in 2012 
- is "lovely, very lovely", according to 
Faulkner, who has an eight-year-old 


daughter, Billie, from her marriage to 
actor Chris Coghill. 

"Somebody said, 'So what's it like at 
home when you're both cooking?' It's just 
like we're both cooking. It's not like he's 
going, 'Oh, you need to do that', or, 
'Hurry Lisa, you've got five minutes!'," 
she adds with a laugh. 

Her life has been busy recently, with the 
release of her third cookbook, Tea & 
Cake. 

"I wanted to do a book that was just 
about things that I liked, and memories 
of tea in days gone by when I was little - 
things like sandwiches and cake and tins 
of biscuits," Faulkner explains. 

"We run around so much and we are all 
crazy busy," she adds. "We can get so 
caught up in everything that's going on, 
and sometimes just to stop for five min¬ 
utes with a cup of tea in a pot and a piece 


of cake makes the world seem right.” 

Faulkner has also been collaborating 
with kitchen appliance makers Hotpoint, 
on a campaign encouraging the nation to 
love their kitchens and explore their 
cooking potential (learn more at 
www.hotpoint.co .uk). 

She is keen to stress that image isn't 
everything when it comes to baking. 

"If you've made a cake for somebody 
you love and there are little dents in it, or 
the icing slides off, it's how it tastes, who 
you've made it for and why you've made 
it that counts," she says. 

"My grandma was properly slapdash, 
but she was an amazing cook." 

Billie, who Faulkner adopted in 2006 
when she was 15 months old, is also a 
keen chef. 

"She loves to cook and bake, and set the 
table, anything to do with food, she's well 
into. She likes making pastry and bread, 
and she loves making chicken noodle 
soup. 

"I feel so very grateful to have her that 
I spend as much time as possible with 
her," adds Faulkner, who was 16 when 
her mother Julie died of cancer. "She and 
I are a proper little team." 

While best known for her culinary 
prowess these days, Lisa hasn't bid 
farewell to her acting career. 

"I went for something the other day - 
that I didn't get, sadly - but it was nice to 
go in again," she says. 

"What's exciting for me is that I'll only 
go for characters that I really want, be¬ 
cause I have another job that I absolutely 
love." 

As for turning 43 earlier this year, she 
confesses: "I don't feel like I'm grown up 
enough to be 43,1 feel like a child! 

"It's weird to think that great big num¬ 
ber is me," the actress-turned-cook adds. 

"But when I look back on what I've 
done, I think, I've fitted quite a lot in.” 


CLAFOUTIS LIMOUSIN 


From Lisa Faulkner's book 
Let Them East Cake 

400ml milk 
150g flour 
70g caster sugar 
Pinch of salt 
3 eggs 

2tbsp rum (optional) 

About 80g butter, for greasing 

200g fresh cherries 

Icing sugar, for dusting 

Preheat the oven to 180C (350F)/gas 

mark 4. 

Put the milk in a saucepan and bring 
to the boil. Take off the heat and 
leave to cool. 

To make the batter, mix the flour, 
sugar and salt together well, then 
beat in the eggs, one by one. With a 
spatula, incorporate the boiled milk 
very slowly and gently, turning the 


mixture rather than beating. Add the 
rum, if using. 

Generously grease a 2cm deep, 25cm 
diameter baking tin with butter and 
add the cherries, spreading them 
evenly. Pour the batter over the top 
and cook in the preheated oven for 
30 minutes. Sprinkle with a little icing 
sugar before serving hot or cold

Stary Dom 
steak tartare 

Serves 4 

TARY Dom is a large traditional Warsaw brasserie with 
lots of theatre going on at the tables in an old-fashioned 
way you rarely see any more. Their preparation of steak 
tartare at the table is like seeing a skilled Japanese chef at work, 
slicing and chopping the fillet with razor-sharp accuracy. 

500g very fresh lean fillet, sirloin or topside steak, finely chopped 
2-3 medium-sized shallots, peeled, halved and very finely chopped 
50g capers, drained, rinsed and chopped 
50g gherkins, finely chopped 

lOOg white button mushrooms, finely chopped and marinated in 
2tbsp cider vinegar for 2-3 hours 
2tsp Worcestershire sauce 
ltbsp olive oil 

Salt and freshly ground black pepper 


With a very 
sharp chopping 
knife, slice your 
beef as finely as 
possible. Mix all 
of the ingredi¬ 
ents together and 
season to taste. 
You may wish to 
add a little more 
Worcestershire 
sauce, or the 
other ingredients 
- up to you. 
Spoon the steak 
tartare on to a 
plate or, if you 
prefer, push it 
into a ring 
mould. Serve 
with a leaf salad 
and chips, or 
toast.

A funny and thought-provoking play

T HE buzz sur¬ 
rounding the pro¬ 
duction of Bad 
Jews at the West End 
Arts Theatre has been 
huge, particularly fol¬ 
lowing the Transport for 
London’s decision to 
ban the publicity posters 
from the Underground, 
concerned that they may 
cause offence. 

Written by Joshua Har¬ 
mon, Michael Long- 
hurst’s production was 
first seen in Bath’s Ustinov Studio last summer, 
and then enjoyed a very successful run at the St 
James Theatre earlier this year, receiving rave re¬ 
views at both venues. 

The story revolves around three cousins and a 
sparkly new girlfriend, who gather in a New York 
apartment following the funeral of the family’s 
beloved grandfather - a Holocaust survivor. 

The grandfather has left behind a treasured fam¬ 
ily heirloom with religious significance, and a bat¬ 
tle ensues for who is most deserving of Pappy's 
bequest. 

Leading the charge are Daphna - Jenna Augen, a 
neurotic smart-mouthed college student and her 
cousin, the suave and wealthy Liam played by Ilan 
Goodman. 



Augen won a UK theatre award for her portrayal 
in the Bath production and although a little more 
mature than the character really requires, she de¬ 
livers a very energetic and realistic performance. 
The pace of the monologues is good although in 
places I found them a little too long, particularly 
during the angrier moments. 

This was also the case for some of Goodman's 
rants, which felt too drawn out at times. Having 
said that, Goodman played Liam with a wonder¬ 
fully condescending air, and showed great depth 
during his pontifications about his 'Super Jew' 
cousin. 

My stand out performance of the piece however 
was Gina Bramhill as Melody, the pure hearted 
simple American girl who looks for the good in 
every situation and whose rendition of 'Summer 
Time' was hilariously painful. 

Ably supported by the brooding Joe Coen as 
Jonah, the cast was excellent and kept a very 
wordy and difficult script moving through a truth¬ 
ful representation of the awkwardness of family 
occasions. 

A clever and witty insight into Jewish family tra¬ 
ditions, I would recommend this funny and 
thoughtful play and wish the company every suc¬ 
cess in their West End run. 

Bad Jews will play at the Arts Theatre until May 
30th. 


Trainspotting - not an easy ride 


I T was enjoyable to be back at The King's 
Head Theatre in Islington after a few years 
away. This venue is fabulously vibrant and is 
one of London's best kept theatre secrets. Set 
back behind a very busy pub, the theatre is inti¬ 
mate but has a reputation for staging low-budget 
yet high quality productions. 

The presentation of the Irvin Welch cult classic 
Trainspotting fitted both of these criteria and 
marks the 21st anniversary of this cautionary tale. 

Fresh from winning the Sunday Times award 
for best new play at the Edinburgh Festival in 
August, In Your Face theatre presents this narra¬ 
tive of 90s drug culture, in a powerfully dark yet 
charming way. In a series of stories told by Ren¬ 
ton (Gavin Ross) the audience is given an insight 
into the struggle to maintain a heroin habit and 
the inevitable difficult interactions this provokes 
with peers, family, and society. 

Immersing the audience in the action from the 


start, this very cleverly staged and directed play 
made me feel as if I was back in the 90s, with pe¬ 
riod music and lighting helping to create an au¬ 
thentic atmosphere. 

The acting of this fresh-faced, youthful com¬ 
pany is absolutely excellent, and I couldn’t help 
but love the ever so slightly unsavoury characters 
they portray. None more so than Begbie played 
by Chris Dennis, who's slightly psycho rants at 
unsuspecting audience members were a bit 
frightening but also highly comedic. 

The issues in this play are not made light of, but 
told as a gritty and honest portrayal of life as a 
drug addict. 

It's not for the faint-hearted, with strong lan¬ 
guage, nudity and some quite revolting stage ef¬ 
fects, but I would happily watch this play again 
and would recommend it - although perhaps not 
to my granny.

C ENTRE stage at the 
National Portrait 
Gallery’s current ex¬ 
hibition of ‘Artists and 
Friends’ of John Singer Sar¬ 
gent is the portrait of a strik¬ 
ingly handsome man in his 
mid-thirties, clad in a scarlet 
dressing gown against a 
background of rich crimson. 

The expatriate American’s 1881 
portrait of Dr Samuel-Jean Pozzi, 
on loan from the Hammer Mu¬ 
seum in Los Angeles, is drawing 
large and admiring crowds. But 
who exactly was this exuberant 
doctor? 

Born in 1846 to a Protestant 
family in Southwest France, 
Pozzi studied medicine in Paris 
and rapidly began a distinguished 
career as a surgeon. 

Appalled by the suffering of 
women he saw as a student, the 
result of frequent pregnancies, 
untreated sexually-transmitted 
infections, and cancers with no 
known cure, he branched out into 
the emerging discipline of gynae¬ 
cology and devoted 40 years to 
transforming it into a scientifi¬ 
cally-based specialty. 

A French pioneer of antisepsis 
in surgery, Pozzi translated Lis¬ 
ter’s work into French, saving 
countless lives. He authored a re¬ 
markable treatise on the diseases 
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of women and many original 
papers, becoming known as 
‘the father of French gynaecol¬ 
ogy’ • 

He did not confine himself to 
technical knowledge however, 
also championing the rights of 
women to be well-informed 
about their bodies long before 
the advent of the feminist 
movement. 

While maintaining a success¬ 
ful private practice, in which he 
treated many eminent members 
of le tout Paris, Pozzi also ran 
the public gynaecology service 
in the Broca Hospital, where, 
declaiming “I treat my patients 
with beauty” he had the walls 
decorated with frescoes by 
such distinguished painters as 
Georges Clairin. 

Doctor God 

Among his many friends 
were numerous artists, writers, 
musicians and actors, the most 
notable of the latter being the 


actress Sarah Bernhardt, who 
called him ‘Doctor God’. The 
two met in the Latin Quarter 
when he was a student and she 
just beginning her stellar ca¬ 
reer; they were lovers intermit¬ 
tently for ten years and friends 
for nearly 50. When Pozzi, who 
spoke excellent English, trans¬ 
lated the work of Darwin into 
French, Bernhardt named her 
pet chimpanzee Darwin. 

Kindness and intelligence 

Another friend and admirer 
was Marcel Proust, whose fa¬ 
ther and brother were medical 
colleagues of Pozzi. The 15- 
year-old Proust was treated to 
his first dinner “in town” by 
Pozzi, and following his death 
wrote of Pozzi’s “kindness, his 
intelligence, his talent and his 
beauty.” 

Pozzi was also an enthusiastic 
patron of the theatre and the 
arts, amassing a highly-re¬ 
garded collection. He met Sar¬ 
gent at the start of the young 
artist’s career and the two be¬ 
came lifelong friends. Pozzi 


valued his portrait and kept it in 
his private collection. 

Abandoning his faith after his 
experiences as a military doctor 
in the war of 1870, Pozzi, al¬ 
ways a Republican, became an 
atheist, a humanist and a polit¬ 
ical activist. Senator for the 
Dordogne for several years at 
the time of the Dreyfus case, he 
was an ardent opponent of anti- 
Semitism, a strong supporter of 
the Captain, and later his per¬ 
sonal doctor. 

He volunteered again at the 
outbreak of the First World War 
and served as a surgeon until 
the day of his death in 1918. 

Shot in his consulting rooms 
by a deranged (male) patient, 
he died, perhaps fittingly, on 
the operating table, his friend 
Georges Clemenceau, doctor 
and Prime Minister of France, 
at his side.

L OOKING for an Easter egg hunt? Kew Gar¬ 
dens has brought in a kids’ favourite to help 
the children find the Easter Bunny - an 
Easter Sheep. 

Shaun the Sheep, Aardman’s much-loved movie 
star, is bouncing into Kew with “a flock-full of 
family fun for all ages”. 

Shaun, who jumped into his first cinematic lead 
role last month, will be bringing a host of friends 
to revel in the gardens this growing season. 

“This Shaun-the-Sheep-themed spring salute will 
celebrate the beauty of nature, encouraging every¬ 
one to value and celebrate the British countryside 
and its wonderful array of wildflowers,” says Kew. 

Big crowds are expected, especially because of 
the Garden’s starring role in the current Raymond 
Blanc series Kew On A Plate on BBC2. 

The annual Easter egg hunt will take place at 
Madcap Meadow, White Peaks and the Nash Con¬ 
servatory on Easter Sunday from 9.30am to mid¬ 
day. 

“Easter egg hunters will need to find three of our 
Kew flock and collect a token chocolate dropping 
from each one. Once they have all three, they will 
find the Easter bunny, and can claim their choco¬ 
late eggs supplied by Divine chocolate”. 

Besides Shaun, Kew’s own special flock of 
South Downs sheep from their Wakehurst gardens 
will be taking up residence at Kew for the Easter 
festival, complete with a shepherdess rounding up 
the flock on a bicycle.

Suchet’s walk on the saintly side 



S PARE a thought for David Suchet 
this Easter. While you're feasting on 
chocolate, he'll be watching his 
waistline for his next role - so he can 
squeeze into a corset. 

The actor best known as Poirot is due to start re¬ 
hearsals for Oscar Wilde's The Importance Of 
Being Earnest immediately after the long Bank 
Holiday weekend, and he's decided cinching him¬ 
self in is the only way to carry himself like Lady 
Bracknell. 

"I will have to wear a corset, otherwise I may 
find myself doing this," he says, slumping back in 
his chair with legs akimbo, a deep belly laugh bub¬ 
bling up. "And that would be unacceptable on 
every level, especially for the stalls!" 

More of Lady Bracknell and that iconic line of 
hers later, but first to the more serious matter of 
Suchet's latest documentary series, which will see 
him back on screen as a presenter on Good Friday 
and Easter Sunday. 

David Suchet: In The Footsteps Of St Peter takes 
the actor to Israel and Italy, following the disciple 
closest to Jesus, who went on to become Bishop 
of Rome and the first Pope. 

The actor, now 68, took a deeply personal jour¬ 
ney around the Mediterranean back in 2012, in the 
footsteps of Paul the Apostle for a previous docu¬ 
mentary. Suchet converted to the religion when he 
was 40 and while he says good-naturedly: "I won't 
go into that old story, be¬ 
cause we'll be here until 
tomorrow", it's clear how 
passionate he is about his 
faith and what he learned 
about St Peter from mak¬ 
ing the new show. 

"I discovered this won¬ 
derfully flawed human 
being," says Suchet. "Alot 
of Christians now look to 
Peter as being so human 
and fallible and adorable. 

He's a loveable rogue, isn't 
he? He allows us all to fail 
and still be acceptable." 

Suchet was born in Lon¬ 
don to a South African gy¬ 
naecologist father and an 
English mother, but was 
raised without religion. He 
went to boarding school 
with his brothers Peter and 
John, who's a well-known 
presenter, before studying 
at the London Academy of 
Music and Dramatic Art. 

His career began on the 
stage as a member of the 
Royal Shakespeare Com¬ 
pany in the 1970s and tel¬ 
evision roles followed, 
including in 1985 playing 
Inspector Japp, opposite 
Peter Ustinov as Poirot in 


Thirteen At Dinner. Four years later, he would take 
on Agatha Christie's meticulous Belgian detective 
himself - a role he played until Curtain: Poirot's 
Last Case, in 2013. 

He admits he's still slightly in mourning for 
Poirot. 

"I'll never let him go. I'll never be able to because 
he's on our screens all the time somewhere in the 
world," he says. 

Poirot's reach 

"I was in Rome last week and he was on - speak¬ 
ing Italian! I'm told by ITV there could be 760 mil¬ 
lion viewers worldwide, that's quite a lot." 

A few weeks ago, Suchet and his wife Sheila, 
who he married in 1976 and with whom he has a 
daughter Katherine and son Robert, went to 
Prague for a weekend they'd bid for in a silent 
charity auction - and he saw the extent of Poirot's 
reach. 

"We walked into the hotel and there were these 
young people behind reception who saw me and 
went crazy because they grew up in the Nineties, 
and with all the problems in Prague, watching 
Poirot gave them comfort. 

"One person had tears in her eyes saying that her 
mother and father were kept going by the series. 
You just do the job and go home - but it's had such 
a wonderful, far-reaching effect beyond just being 
entertainment, and that's very humbling." 

But back to Lady Bracknell, who Suchet will be

Green answers 
England call

K eeper 

Robert 
Green was 
given temporary 
respite from QPR’s 
battle against 
relegation when he 
earned a recall to 
the England squad. 


Called up to replace 
injured Southampton 
keeper Fraser Forster, 
Green was an unused 
substitute for Roy 
Hodgson’s side for 
much of the 4-0 victory 
against Lithuania at 
Wembley last Friday, 
when No.l choice Joe 


Hart was a virtual 
spectator. 

Now 35, Green has 
played more than 500 
first team matches, 
firstly for Norwich City 
and then West Ham 
United before notching 
up 80 appearances for 
The Hoops. 

“It’s been great to be 
back with England,” 
said Green, who has 
been capped 12 times by 
his country but has only 
appeared once at 
international level since 
the ill-fated 2010 World 
Cup tournament in 
South Africa. 

In the limelight 

Playing consistently 
well for QPR has kept 
him in the limelight. 

“That, and other 
people getting year-long 
injuries,” he said of 
Forster’s withdrawal. 
“It's something that’s 
out of my control. What 
I focus on is playing for 
my club. 

“I just want to stop the 
ball going in the goal. If 
things happen because 
of that, then so be it.” 

Of being part of the 
successful new-look 
squad, he said: “I 
thoroughly enjoyed it. 
It’s always pleasing to 
be involved. 

“To come to Wembley 
and see it full is 
something special. You 
never hope it will be 
your last appearance 
there but I know it could 
be. That’s the nature of 
the way football is and 
how quickly it changes. 
It’s difficult to get here 
in a club situation and to 
come here with your 
country is just as tricky, 
because competition for 
places is fierce.” 

Green is nobody's fool 
and understands that 
while he is lucky to get 
the nod, he could also 
be heading to France 


with England next 
summer for the finals of 
Euro 2016. 

“I’m not being foolish 
to the situation,” he 
said. “I’m being fairly 
pragmatic. It wouldn’t 
have happened if we 
didn’t have so many 
injures but these things 
happen in football. I’d 
like to think it’s a good 
opportunity for me." 

Is going to the Euro 
finals in France a 
realistic goal for you? 

“Yeah, hopefully. First 
and foremost, staying in 
the Premier League is 
the goal and then things 
come off the back of 
that. I don’t want to get 
ahead of myself. That’s 
one of the key things in 
football I've learnt.” 

While acknowledging 
his England career 
contained an infamous 
howler during that 
World Cup in 
Rustenburg, South 
Africa, when he let slip 
through his body a Clint 
Dempsey shot that 
gifted the USA the 
equaliser in a 1-1 draw, 
Green is not dwelling on 
it. Instead, he remains as 
positive as possible. 

“I couldn’t give a 
monkeys when I'm 
reminded about it. I 
don’t give it much 
thought. The only 
people who mention it 
are away fans and 
journalists. 

“That was a game that 
happened five years 
ago. The unfortunate 
thing about it is that - 
well, we didn’t lose the 
game - we are still 
talking about it now.” 

He understandably 
bridled at a suggestion 
from another journalist 
that the error would be 
the legacy of his 
international career. 

“Is it? That’s nice of 
you to decide my 
legacy,” he said.
